The Explanation of the Fnigma 
is this: This Temple repreſents the flouriſh- 
ing State of Antient Virtue, ' which nothing 
has been able to impair or deſtroy .; and which 
bravely defies. the Power of lime. T heſe 
Ruins, and the old Statue juſt cloſe to them, 
are intended to ſhew us the. ſhattered State of 
Modern Virtue ; which, as early almoſt as its 
Birth, becomes withered and decrepit. Hence 
this fine Moral may be drawn, T hat Glory, 
founded on true Merit, is folid and laſting; 
while a Reputation, built on the empty Ap- 
plauſes of the Multitude, ſoon fades away, 
"This is really a juſt and ingenious Thought. 
From this Spot we have no diſtant Proſpect; 
Tut, notwithſtanding that, it abounds with 
laſting Beauties: It is really placed in a Scrt 
of Paradiſe; and Things rifing adequate to 
that Name, ou ſee Friendſhip flouriſhing 
in immortal Ycuth : Here are ſweet purling 
Streams, reſembling the melodious Sounds of 
Birds.

And, I think, this Ser- 
pentine River, as it is called, is a great Ad- 
dition to the Beauty of the Place; for Water 
is of as much Uſe in Landſchape, as Blood is 
in a Body; without theſe two Eſſentials it is 
impoſſible there ſhould be Life in either one 
or the other: Vet, methinks, it is a prodigi- 
ous Pity, that this ſtagnated Pool ſhould not 
by fome Magic be metamorphos'd into a 
cryſtal Stream, rolling over a Bed of Pebbles.

Place like this, is a kind of keeping open 
Houſe: There is a Repaſt at all Times ready 
for the Entertainment of Strangers. And 
ſure, if there is any Degree of Benevolence, 
you muſt think an uſeful End anſwered in 
thus affording an innocent Gratification to ſo 
many Fellow- Creatures. A Sunday Evening 
ſpent here, adds a new Reliſn to the Day of 
Reſt, and makes the Sabbath appear more 
chearful to the Labourer, after a toilſome 
Week. For my Part, I aſſure you, I have 
ſcarce experienced a greater Pleaſure, than I 
have often felt, upon meeting a Variety of 
leaſed Faces in theſe Walks. All Care and 
neaſineſs ſeem to be left behind at the 
Garden-Door, and People enter here fully 
reſolved to enjoy themſelves, and the ſeveral 
beautiful Objects around them. In one Part, 
a Face preſents itſelf marked with the Paſſion 
of gaping Wender; in another, you meet a 
Countenance bearing the Appearance of a 
more rational Pleaſure ; and in a third, a Set 
of Features compoſed into ſerene Joy; whilſt 
the Man of Taſte is ſeen examining every 
Beauty with a curious Eye, and diſcovering 
his Approbation in a halt-formed Smile. To 
this J might ſtill add another Advantage of 
a public Nature, derived. irom theſe elegant 
Productions of Art; and that is, their Ten- 
dency to raiſe us in the Opinion of Fo- 
reigners. 
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reigners. If our Nation had nothing of this 
Kind to boaſt of, all our Neighbours would 
look upon us as a ſtupid taſteleſs Set of People, 
and not worth viſiting : So that, for the Cre- 
dit of the Country, I think, ſomething of 
this Kind ought to be exhibited amongſt us. 
Our public Virtues, if we have any, would 


not, I dare fay, appear to leſs Advantage, 


when recommended by thefe Embelliſhments 
of Art. I decline mentioning ſeveral other 
Ornaments, with which this ſpacious Garden 
is embelliſhed ; likewiſe feveral remarkable 
Statues.
